Mr. Editor; In behalf of the prisoners 
oaptured at Fort Donelson, composing the 
two companies from Dixon oonnty, I ask 
permission, through your oolumns,' to say 
to their friends that they are generally well 
and properly oared for. Only one (A L 
Cunningham) has died sinoe we have been 
here. W. E Winfrey and 11. L. Baker, of 
Captain Grigsby’s company, were killed in 
the fight at the fort. Captain Cording lost 
none We want to say to our wives, fath- 
ers, mothers and ohildren, not to run away 
from their homes and firesides, as others 
have done, even if the Federal foroes should 
oome iu their midst; nor grieve themselves 
unneoossarily on our account. We know 
not (if we are detained long) how our wives 
and children will live; but we are prisoners 
of hope, and have formed a better opinion 
of the Northern people and the army than 
we were acoustomed to hear. We are short 
of clothing, and particularly of money.

Union Fbxlinq in North Carolina. — 
The “Old North” State, which resisted ee 
cession until she stood almost alone in her 
attachment to the Union, still manifests 
eotne signs of loyalty. Evidenoe to this ef- 
feot, which oannot be questioned, is afforded 
by letters token by our troops in the battle 
at Newbern. The following, evidently from 
some kind of recruiting sergeaut, is one of 
this description : 

“Sandy Grovn, N. C , March 6, 1862. 

“Col. Vancn — Dear Sir: I received your 
letter per Sergeant Murohison, and in reply 
say, that I shall remain at home until the 
first of next week, and see what I can do for 
recruits. I shall attend the muster at 
Brook's Saturday, where 1 think I shall be 
able te obtain a good number. 'Union feel, 
ings prevail to an alarming extent in this and 
surrounding neighborhoods— far stronger than 
in February last. 

“I wish to knew where and when these 
recruits will have to report, and whether 
they are intended to fill up the ranks of the 
‘Chatham Boys,’ or a now oompany. 

“If you see proper to Bend the rolls and 
funds, as stated in your note, do so, and if 
I meet with no success I oan return them. 
Rest assured that I will do all in my power. 

“Yours truly, H. E. Albright.” 

Other letters, from female correspondents 
of rebel soldiers, show that the feeling of 
dissatisfaction at the oontinuanoe of the war 
is confined to no partioular olass. There is 
still hope for North Carolina. The spiritless 
manner in whioh they attempted to repel the 
Union forces at Newbern, show that they 
have no heart for the oause they have 
espoused This was the testimony of the 
wounded soldiers who arrived in this oity 
last Tuesday, one of whom stated in conver- 
sation that the rebels at Newbern were in 
such numbers and so well equipped, that 
they should have held their intrenchments 
against double the force sent against them. 
In a better oause, they might have fought 
with a very different result . — Journal of 
Commerce, 29.

Section 1. Be it ordained by the General 
Council of the City of Louisville, That a tax 
of three cents on each one hundred dollars 
worth of real estate, slaves residuary in 
money, and pleasure carriages, now assessed 
or that may hereafter be asaeesad for taxa- 
tion in eaid city, is hereby levied, the pro* 
ceeds of said tax, when collected, to be ap 
plied to the relief of the families of volun. 
leers from the city of Louisville who have 
or may hereafter enlist in the Federal army 
in defense of the Union and to the relief of 
destitute widows in the oity of Louisville 
Scotion 2. The General Council reeerveR 
the right to oontrol the disbursement of the 
prooeeds derived from the collection of the 
aforesaid taxes. 

Seotion 3 This ordinance shall not take 
cffaot until it has been submitted to and 
approved by a majority of the legal voters 
of the oily of Louisville voting thereon, as 
prescribed ln Sections 10th and lltb, Arti- 
cle 6tb, of the City Charter, to be submit- 
ted on the first Saturday in April, 1862, to 
the vote of the city, no compensation to 
be allowed for the collection of ihe aforesaid 
tax.

Refugees from Savannah say that friends 
of the troops Inside of Fort Pulaski, had 
offered 130,000 to any one who would res- 
cue them A refugee from Charleetou rep. 
resents that there is a great panio there 
since the capture of Newborn. Women 
and ohildren were leaving, and the general 
expectation was that a tsrrible blow wonld 
be struck there. 

As to tbe loss of life on the Merrimao ia 
her conflict with the Monitor, we have what 
is claimed to be positive information. One 
recently arrived contraband states that he 
was a nurse in the general hospital at Nor 
folk, and that up to the time of his depart- 
ure be bad helped to shroud 32 of the crew 
of the Merrimac, and that both commander 
Buohanan and Lieutenant Irwin are dead. 
There were still a number of the wounded 
survivlug. The oontraband also states that 
the last two shots of the Monitor were repre- 
sented to be tbe only ones that seriously 
injured the Mtrrimao. The Bhots were 
thrown under her shield at the moment she 
attempted to run the Monitor down The 
military stationed at Norfolk, from the Gulf 
States, have been severe on the Virginia 
chivalry, sinoe their defeat at Roanoke 
Island.

My informant says Wise 
would be hooted, if he should appear in the 
streets of Norfolk or Riohmond. He has 
retired to his farm in Prinoess Anns county. 

Intetlligenoe from Florida is more grati- 
fying. The Union sentiment is developing 
itself strongly. 

There appears to be but little doubt that all 
our movements here are faithfully reported 
to the rebel authorities. The Riohmond 
Dispatch of this morning eaya the grand 
army of the Federals seems to have been 
transferred frem the neighborhood of 
Washington to the Peninsula; which they 
have probably concluded is a shorter and 
easier road to Riohmond than that via Ma- 
nassas, which we have courteously placed 
at their disposal. The Dispatoh also states 
the roads here are as bad as those on the 
Potomac, and refers to Gen. Magrader as a 
man not likely to be oaught napping 

Th<re was a runnr in Riohmond yester- 
day that a severe fight had taken place on 
the Peninsula It was probably oaased by 
the laot of oar making a strong reconnola- 
sanoe toward Yorktowa on Saturday. 

A dispatoh from Aagesta, Georgia, dated 
March 31st says : 

"The Charleston papers of to-day, oon- 
Ula a dispatoh dated New Orleans, March 
28th, stating that two Fedeial gunboats on 
that day commenced an attaok on Fort 
Jaokeon at the mouth cf the Mississippi. 
Up to that time nobody had been hurt. 

‘•New Orleans papers of the 27th report 
th« loss of the rebel steamer Vanderbilt ; 
the oiptain, crew an d eight passengers are 
safe on the Florida oo ast. One boat with 
seven men ou board hai not been heard 
from. 

“The rebel Ordnance Bureau had is- 
sued an order oalling for all the bells that 
oan be obtained, to be recast for light artil- 
lery. 

“The rebel troops are gathering in large 
numbers at Jackaonsport and Pooahcntas, 
Arkansas. 

“Generals Van Dorn and Jeff Thompson 
are preparing for aa early movement at 
some point on the Miatiseippi river. With 
this force it is oenfident that the Mississippi 
valley is safe from the enemy.” 

The Memphis Avalanohe cf March 29 h 
says that the enemy, in attempting to take 
Island No. 10, had been throwing shot and 
shell for 240 hours, without doing any dam- 
age to our works er guns, and up to this 
time only one Confederate soldier has been 
killed. 

A small tug oame down the James river 
yesterday aftercoou, and, at long range, 
threw some shells into the Newport News 
oamp. No damage was done, as the dis- 
tance was so great that it was useless for 
our guns to make any reply. 

There is a rumor current here that York- 
town has been abandoned by the enemy, 
but it is not believed by the highest mili- 
tary authorities 

Notwithstanding the great delay in the 
reappearance cf the Merrimac, she is daily 
expected, and naval and military command- 
ers are ready to receive her at any moment. 

Baltimokx, March 2 — The following 
intelligence is from the special correspond- 
ent at Fort Monroe of the Baltimore Amer 
loan: 

The number of rebels in Fori Pulaski, aa 
reported by deeerters, is 500. Two Ger- 
man companies there had revolted, and 
were in irons. Sherman’s mortar and 
eiege guns were so stationed that the 
guns of the Fort could not reach them 
Savannah ie un JeretooJ to be strongly for- 
tified, and all the approaohes to it. The 
force there is variously estimated by refu 
gees at 20,000 to 50,000. The former 
number is more probably oorreot. A great 
despondenoy exists among the troops and 
the people at Charleston. 

The fall of Newbern created the greatest 
consternation. The fire eaters ridiculed the 
North Carolina troops, oharging them with 
oowardioe. The shopkeepers and bankers 
in Charleston had also refused to receive 
North Carolina money, and, there being two 
North Carolina regiments there at the time, 
a revolt was the eoneequenoe, and the shops 
j were broken open and the ireope helped
